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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 6 are presented for the examination. Claims 2-5, 7-22 are cancelled. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and usefiil improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions 
and requirements of this title. 

3 . Claims 1 , 6 directed to the method claims that would not qualify as a statutory process 
would be a claim that recited purely mental steps. Thus, to quality as a 101 statutory process, the 
claim should be positively reciting the other statutory class (the thing or product) to which it is 
tied, for example by identifying the apparatus that accomplishes the method steps. Appropriate 
correction is required to add the computer performs the step of the methods in the body of the 
claim. 

4. To insure proper consideration and to the extent required by 37 CFR 1.56, 
applicant is required to supply a copy of the publication reference cited in the 

specification because it is not readily available to the examiner (e.g. see page 2, lines 12-18, page 

5. lines 10-31, page 6, lines 1-2). 
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5. Claims 1, 6 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by APA (Admitted 
Prior Art). 

As to claim 1, APA teaches a proxy bundle( bundle 1 10, page 2, In 26-31/ page 3, In 3- 
7), creating a proxy bundle( page 3, In 3-7), web service(web service, page 3, In 21-27), a proxy 
bundle web service( service 130, page 2, In 26-31/ OSGi service, page 3, In 26-31), service 
registry( service registry, page 2, In 26-31/ page 3, In 20-26), registering a proxy web service 
corresponding to the proxy bundle in a service( page 2, In 21-27/ page 3, In 21-27), a reference( 
reference, pate 2, In 29-31), returning a reference to the proxy web service from the service 
registry in response to the searching( page 2, In 21-27), method( methods, pare 2, In 29-31), 
invoking at least one method on the retumed reference , thereby invoking the at least on web 
service( page 2, In 29-3 1/ page 3, In 20-3 1). 

As to claim 6, APP teaches using a list of properties from the proxy bundle as service 
properties (page 3, In 29-3 1).
